class gunners, with an average score of 
334.57.

is approaching obsolescence. 
Comparative figures prepared for Con- 
gress on the cruiser bill start show that 
even with the 15 new cruisers the United 
States will still lag behind Great Britain 


and be behind the 5-5-3 ratio which 
applies to capital ships. At present 
there are eight of the new cruisers of 
the maximum type—10,000 tons—al- 


lowed under the Washington agreement. 


Indications are that they will slightly 
outclass similar craft in the British 
Navy, with slightly greater range and 


equal speed. 

During the period since the Washing- 
ton conference, the British have iaid 
down 14 cruisers of this type, appropri- 
ated for another and have five more 
projec'ed, with the result that at pres- 
ent the United States Navy app.‘oxi- 
mately 100 per cent below its theoretical 
equality with the British Fleet in mod- 
ern cruisers. In total tonnage of modern 
cruisers, built, building and appropri- 
ated for, England has 65 with a tonnage 
of 403,000, Japan 33 with a tonnage of 
215,155, and the United States 18 with a 
tonnage of 155,000. 

With the adding of the 15 cruisers 
projected, even if the other powers 
abandon present plans for further con- 
struction, the ratio would then stand: 
British Empire, 5.0; the United States, 
3.8, and Japan 2.7, a far cry from the 
5-5-3 ratio of capital ships. 

In view of the present and impending 
disparity in cruiser strength and the ad- 
mitted need of the U. S. Fleet, with its 
lack of bases and long range of opera- 
tions, for fast, powerful cruisers of long 
cruising radius, it seems a foregone con- 
clusion that the British effort to bring 
about another conference is doomed to 
failure provided the advance reports 
that the proposal is predicated on a rigid 
restriction of 10,000-ton cruisers is cor- 
rect. There does not seem to be the re- 
motest possibility that the United States 
will recede from its position of last year 
that this type is essential to our naval de- 
fenses and therefore such a conference 
seems again foredoomed, as last year, 
to failure. 

The present economy drive is not ex- 
pected to militate against the new crui- 
ser bill, as the President has unquali- 
fiedly endorsed it.

HE SECRETARY OF STATE is returning from Europe bringing with him the 
laurel wreath of war prohibition. Every nation in the world has signed his 
pact or has announced its purpose to sign it. Thus a world movement has been 
created which will make it extremely difficult for the United States Senate to check, 
even in the form of essential reservations. 

Why this eager acquiescence in a proposal which means nothing so far as the 
stoppage of war is concerned? An editorial in the World's Work advisedly states 
that “there are questions over which we will fight despite cur supposedly pacific 
outlook.” Europe today is as much of an armed camp, with the exception of the 
defeated Powers, as it was prior to the World War, Its members are making prepa- 
rations for the assertion of their interests should the importance of those interests 
justify action. They know the Kellcgg agreement provides no machinery for its 
enforcement; they know that without such machinery it is a futile gesture. Com- 
mitting them to nothing, there is a chance that it will place the United States in 
the position of violating its contract should it move toward war for the defense 
of the Monroe Doctrine and for the control of immigration. So far as the debts 
are concerned, watch France, within a short time, suggest arbiiration of that ques- 
tion in the relations of the two countries. 





ND ENGLAND! The profit she will derive from the agreement will come from 

the added impetus of the movement to prevent the American Navy from obtain- 
ing the 10,000-ton cruisers and other craft necessary to establish the equality fixed 
by the Washington Treaties. Let no one delude himself into the belief that the 
Butler program, much less the Coolidge program, will go through Congress without 
a determined fight. The Administration is for it, to be sure. But there is insidious 
propaganda being injected into the American consciousness, designed to weaken 
public sentiment for National Defense, and, consequently, to make more tepid the 
support of a proper measure by memters of the Senate. Norris and his crowd in 
that body will argue that the United States cannot agree to prohibit war on the one 
hand and, on the other, make provision to wage it! Probably they will inaugurate 
a filibuster, and as this is a short session such a procedure will prevent the legisla- 
tion the country so vitally needs. Our readers are aware we have been discussing 
the Kellogg peace pact with considerable constancy, but we are impelled to do so by 
our desire to apprise the country of what it means and to stem the tide which, ac- 
celerated from abroad, has started to run against defense essential for the protec- 
tien of the vital interests of the nation. 


NE OF THE GREATEST means of British imperial defense ir the past has beer 

the control by the London Government of communications. With that far- 
seeing vision which has made the British the great people they are, their repre- 
rentatives recently have paved the way for a gigantic merger of all the wireless and 
cable services in the Empire owned or controlled by it. The companies involved in 
the merger are the Eastern Télegraph, Eastern Extension Telegraph, Western Tele- 
graph, Marconi Wireless and Telegraph, Pacific Cable Board Lines, West Indian 
Cable and Wireless System, Imperial Atlantic Cables and the Post Office Beam 
Services. The new organization not cnly will be controlled from London but it is 
specifically provided that in time of war it can be taken over by the Government 
and also that the fighting services may operate the wireless and cable systems for 
their own purposes. During the World War, the denial of the use of cables to the 
Germans was of tremenduous infiuence upon the progress of the struggle. The 
German wireless systm was only partially effective, due to the lack of receiving 
stations and to interruptions. 
British action, since it affects it not only commercially but militarily, commercially, 
because during the World War, commercial orders for American firms were di- 
verted to British firms, and militarily, because communications are vital for the 
proper conduct of war. 





HERE OUGHT to be no question as to action by Congress at its next session 

on two matters of great importance to the efficiency of the Services. For tie 
Army, there is the problem of preper legislation which will remove injustices in 
Promotion, and for the Navy and Marine Corps, as well as for the Army, a more 
satisfactory arrangement regarding pay. We are assured by Congressman James 
of his continued interest in the enactment of a law relative tc promotion. Un- 
doubtedly early in the session there will be negotiations betwecr him and Senator 
Reed and other members of the Senate Military Committee with a view to the 
drafting of a measure which will be satisfactory to both Houses and which will, in 
many respects be acceptable to the Army. Secretary Wilbur, by his wise actior 
in ordering an inquiry into the Navy pay question, has brought this subject to the 
fore. We know the heads of the War Department are in sympathy with this pro- 
cedure, and it is possible that Secretary Davis may deem it expedient also to con- 
stitute a board to make a like inquiry. The agitation is helpful, the country is 
interested, and we are hopeful that Congress will see its way clear to give prompt 
relief to a situation which it is generally admitted is intolerable. 


HE REVISED BUDGET estimates will be transmitted to the Director of the 

Budget by the War and Navy Departments before September 15. It is under- 
stood that Department officials have pared the figures down to the prescribed limit, 
sacrificing a number of items deemed essential for effective administration and 
operation of the Services. What final action the Bureau of the Budget will take in 
respect to the eliminated essentiale cannot be forecast at this time. However, it 
is quite probable that the Army and Navy will receive appropriations from Congress 
for these projects which Service officials believe necessary but which limiting figures 
have cut from the Department estimates.

LAUDS PROMOTION ARTICLE. 
Editor Army and Navy Journal: 
SENATOR FLETCHER’'S article on the 

subject of the pending promotion leg- 
islation in the Army and Navy Journal of 
September 1 is the best news for the service 
that has been published for some time. He 
and the rest of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, with the exception of Senator 
Black, have become convinced that a change 
in the promotion list, while justified from 
some points of view, will in no way solve 
the major problem of promotion stagna- 
tion, but merely transfer the grievances 
from one group to another. With this in 
mind the Senate Committee prepared the 
revised Furlow Bill and passed it unani- 
mously. 

Senator Fletcher's article also makes it 
clear that if any legislation is to be ex- 
pected during the coming short session it 
can only come as a result of a clear call 
from the officers of the Army. And in the 
provisions of the revised Furlow Bill (H. 
R. 12814) there is a common meeting ground 
for all. It avoids the question of a change 
in the promotion list, on which there will 
never be an agreement; but instead offers 
such liberal chances of promotion that all 
will pass through all ranks, to include that 
of colonel, before retirement. To a newly 
commissioned Second Lieutenant it offers 
promotion and increased pay in three years 
instead of six under the present scheme. 
To the hundreds of First Lieutenants with 
service dating from 1917 and 1918, with 
prospects of many more years in the same 
grade, it gives a Captaincy immediately. 
And to all Captains and field officers it of- 
fers sure and positive advancement accord- 
ing to length of service. 

And clearly all these different groups can 
line up behind such a constructive plan. 
And if they will they will find Congress 
ready to help in a solution of the very tan- 
gled promotion muddle. But if they do 
not unite, if small vocal minorities in the 
best “dog-in-the-manger” style, call for a 
change in the promotion list or nothing, 
NOTHING is what the Army will get. And 
the road will be long and hard to bring 
favorable legislation to such an advanced 
place on the calendars of Congress. 


What the Army needs is some law that 
will assure advancement to all officers in 
the hump; not a redistribution of the hump. 
And those who stand in the way of the en- 
actment of such legislation are hurting the 
prospects of all their fellow officers. 

The service is grateful to the Army and 
Navy Journal for its presentation of such 
excellent articles as that of Senator 
Fletcher.

New Unit Insignia Approved 

Two non-color-bearing and non-stand- 

ard-bearing organizations, the 1st In- 
fantry Brigade and the ist Field Ars 
tillery Brigade, of the Regular Army. to 
date have received official approval on 
distinctive new insignia, now authorized 
for such units of the Regular Army and 
National Guard. : 


The distinctive insignia designed by the 
Quartermaster Corps, U. S. A., for the ist 
Field Artillery Brigade is a badge of red 
increment with the human portion of a 
centaur issuant with drawn bow and arrow 
all in gold, partially superimposed and be+ 
tween the cusps of the increment. Thé 
motto of the organization is: “We serve 
who deserve.” The ist Field Artillery 
Brigade has in its organization the 6th and 
7th Field Artillery Regiments, and the 
badge consists of a charge from the shield 
of the coat of arms of the 7th F. A. anda 
portion of the crest of the 6th F. A., te 
show the Brigade’s connection with these 
units. The badge will be manufactured in 
bright metal and enamel in cut-out ferm 
in one size, as the organization may select, 
but not in excess of 14% inches in height. 
The motto will not be a part of the manu- 
factured brigade badge for uniform wear. 

The ist Infantry Brigade’s new insignia 
is a badge carrying a fleur-de-lis vair, hav- 
ing a mottled effect on the face of the 
flower. Size requirements are the same as 
for the Ist F. A. Brig. The ist Inf. Brig. 
has in its organization the 16th and 18th 
Regiments of Infantry. Accordingly, the 
badge of the organization has been based 
on charges from the coat of arms from 
these Regiments: 

Regulations for Wearing. 


These badges are to be worn by officers 
on the service uniform on the upper por- 
tion of the shoulder loops of coat, on the 
front of the service hat, midway between 
band and crease, on olive drab shirt on the 
upper portion of the shoulder loops, on 
white uniform, as on service coat, and on 
mess jacket on both lapels above line of 
miniature medals. 

Enlisted personnel will wear them on the 
service uniform both sides of the collar, on 
standing collar, three-fourths of an inch in 
rear of the service insignia; on lapel-col- 
lar coat, on the lapel, upper edge ef in- 
signia, three-fourths-inch below notch on 
the prolongation of a vertical line through 
the center of button insignia, and on the 
front of the service hat, midway between 
band and crease. : 

Since the Organized Reserves are under 
the jurisdiction of the Adjutant General of 
the U. S. Army, there are at present no 
non-color bearing units organized. In case 
of mobilization, the Organized Reservés 
would have their divisional headquarters 
and staff organizations and distinctive 
insignia. On the present peacetime basis, 
the Reserve units have only Regimental 
insignia. 

Upon approval of designs by the War 
Department, two samples must be filed 
_with the War Department, as is customary 
in authorization of new insignia. These 
new non-divisional insignia have been au- 
thorzed by War Department Circular Ne, 
16, Section 2, 1928, and regulations for 
wearing are contained in A. R. 600-40, 
Paragraph 48, which states: “If distinctive 
insignia or trimming are adopted, they 
must be worn by the entire personnel of 
the Regiment and the expense of adopting 
and wearing them must be borne by the 
personnel, as public funds are not avail- 
able for this purpose.” 

The National Guard regulations for the 
new insignia state: 

“As the result of the examination of 
many samples and drawings in this office, 
it is believed that these badges will prove 
much more attractive and distinctive if the 
background is designed in some shape 
other than that of a shield or lozenge. 

“It should be understood by all that the 
above principles are enunciated solely with 
the idea of proving helpful to those can- 
cerned in the design and selection of such 
badges and that the utmost flexibility and 
latitude will be permitted in their applica- 
tion. There is no desire on the part of this 
office to disturb the status of badges which 
have hitherto been adopted nor is there 
any desire to exert undue influence in the 
future adoption of unit badges. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the principles above 
set forth tend to simplicity, a reduction in 
the number of different designs, which 
have already reached such a point as to 
be confusing, and the general satisfaction 
of all concerned. Designs which conform 
to these principles will receive the prompt 
approval of this office. 

“It should be understood that no unit 
badge has the sanction of the War Depart- 
ment until it has been approved by this 
office.”

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Navy to Record Static 

N automatic static recording device 

similar to radio storm detectors now 
being installed at five shore stations will 
be placed aboard the Navy aircraft car- 
rier U. S. S. Lexington or Saratoga prob- 
ably within the next six months, Sta- 
tions which will have the storm detectors 
are the following: Lakehurst, N. J.; 
Coco Solo, C. Z.; Anacostia, D. C.; Pen- 
sacola, Fla.; and Hampton Roads, Va. 

The decision to install these static re- 
corders is the result of establishment of 
a definite relationship between static and 
storms. Weather disturbances are fre- 
quently preceded by heavy static and 
difficulty in radio communications. The 
recording of static disturbances by the 
new device will aid in forecasting 
weather, and will be of particular value 
when vessels are without the range of 
radio storm signals. Lt. F. W. Reichel- 
derler, U. S. N., of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, outlined the plans as follows: 

“The use of static observations to deter- 
| mine the existence and location of storms 
| obviously can be successful in every case 
only if all storms are the source of static 
impulses, in which can be intercepted by 
radio receiver and the hearing of the 
source determined by the radio compass. 
Unfortunately for the weather forecaster, 
observations have shown that some storms 
appear to be accompanied by little, if any, 
static disturbance. Still others, which are 
accompanied by static are difficult to locate 
because the static from them appears to 
come from no definite direction. On the 
other hand, hundreds of successful cases 
could be mentioned. The reasons for these 
differences are not clearly understood at 
present. 





“The type of static generally ascribed to 
thunder storms is that known as ‘crashes.’ 
| Distinet ‘crashes’ seem to be the most typi- 
cal of ordinary lightning flashes, but 
casionally only ‘clicks’ are heard from a 
very close flash, perhaps as a result of 
paralysis of the radio tubes. Some ob- 
servers have apparently identified the type 
of static known as ‘grinders’ with far dis- 
tant thunder storms. It is not known 
whether ‘grinders’ are produced by ordi- 
nary visible flashes when they occur with 
great frequency in a region far distant 
from the receiving station, or whether they 
are the result of more or less continuous 
invisible discharges which are supposed to 
occur. ‘Grinders’ constitute the type of 
static interference most troublesome to 
radio communication. While most investi- 
gators have found that weather conditions 
of one type or another are responsible for 
‘grinders,’ seme have advanced the theory 
that this type of static is largely the re- 
sult of electrical disturbances in the upper 
atmosphere more or less independent of 
| weather conditions, and still others have

| aseribed it to frictional effects at the 

boundaries of winds of different velocity 
and temperature. 

“Investigations which have been under 


way for several years may yield knowledge 
of more definite relations between static 
and weather. These investigations have al- 
ready led to the establishment of the well 
equipped static observation stations, which 
will aid in the location of severe storms at 
sea before they have been reported by reg- 
ular vessel weather observers. In view of 
the number of instances already reported 
where static observations have been used 
successfully as an aid in determining the 
location of a storm, the navigator is justi- 
fied in accepting static as an added indi- 
cation of the presence and position of a 
storm, even though it cannot be-accepted 
as an infallible indication at the pres- 
ent time.”

Air Corps Reserves Train 

Dallas (Special). —The Army Air 
Corps Reserve Training Center for the 
8th Corps Area has been transferred 
from Ft. Sam Houston, San Antonio, 
Tex., to Love Field at Dallas, Tex., to 
operate for ten weeks, training five 
classes of Reserve officers. 

The Love Field Unit has been in existence 
as the Airways Control Station and as 
Headquarters for the North Texas Air Corps 
Organized Reserve as well as Headquarters 
366 Ob. Squadron Organized Reserve. This 
unit has been commanded by Ist Lt. Harry 
Weddington. 

In the Fall of 1927 the Reserve Officers 
througheut the 8th Corps Area began to 
work with Regular Army in an attempt to 
create a Reserve Training center for this 
Corps at Dallas, Tex., as an experiment, 
and if the same proved successful to desig- 
nate it as the permanent training center. 
The trial has been made and from all indi- 
cations the permanent deisgnation will be 
made. 

In command is Lt. Weddington, assisted 
by Ist Lt. E. E. Glenn, who has recently 
been placed in command of Hat Box Field 
at Muskogee, Okla., and the 365 Obs. Sqd. 
From the Attack Group at.Fort Crockett 
were detailed to this station as instructors 
on P. T. and Service Type ships, 2d Lts. 
Johnston, Tillery, Palmer and Steensen. The 
equipment consists of five Cgnsolidated P. 
T. S., one Curtis A-3, and one D. H. 3.0.2’s. 

Each two weeks a new class of officers 

report in and the old class reports out. The 
pilots are started out on P. T.’s and the 
observers get class work. Flying starts at 
7 a. m. and lasts until noon. Then observers 
and pilots meet for joint lectures as pre- 
seribed by the Army. As fast as the pilots 
are qualified they are “soloed” in P. T.‘s on 
all of their work, then placed on Service 
Type stage and given some of that work. 
Those Reserve Officers qualified are used as 
instructors or as pilots to fly observers. 
The observers are given missions of all de- 
scriptions and get in a large amount of 
flying. 
; The plan being worked out by the reserve 
is to include year-round training with ine 
tensive summer training in the summer, 
functioning as squadrons. 
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30th Infantry Training Stated 

Presido of San Francisco (Special).— 
An excellent record for training was 
made by the 2d Battalion, 36th Inf. with 
Service Company less detachment, Head- 
quarters Company less detachment, 
Band, Cos. “A” and “B” attached, who 
were at Camp Del Monte, Cal. this year. 
In preparation for the camp the 30th Inf. 
erected the greater part of the canvas 
for the C. M. T. C. During this time, 
however, training in preparation for 
duties in connection with the C. M. T. C.

During the Reserve Officers’ camp at the 
Presidio, the 30th Infantry conducted the 
training in weapons of the Company of- 
ficers who were organized into three 
groups, one for rifle, auto-rifle, and pistol 
instruction, one for machine gun and 
pistel instruction, and one for howitzer 
platoon weapon instruction.

Cargo vessels flying the American flag 
carry lessethan 34 per cent of the entire 
foreign trade of the United States, 
amounting to more than 113,00,000 long 
tons annually and having a value of 
nearly $8,000,000,000, according to a 
statement isued September 3, by A. H. 
Haag, Director of the Bureau of Re- 
search of the United States Shipping 
Board. 


Reviewing the foreign trade and ship- 
ping of the United States for the tiscal 
year 1927, Mr. Haag said that the freight 
bill of the United States for that year for 
transporting this commerce amounted to 
more than $760,000,000. Because of lack 
of adequate and modern tonnage, ships 
of American registry obtained only a small 
portion of this revenue, he declared. 

Mr. Haag said that 33 countries, with 
5.761 vessels of 26,337,000 tons, participate 
in the transportation of the foreign com- 
meree of the United States, and that of 
these more than 4,000 foreign ships of 
19,000,000 tons carry in exces of 66 per 
cent of this trade. More than 20 per cent 
of these vessels have been built since 1921,

Financial Digest 
By A MARKET EXPERT. 
JP 'SCUSSING the effect of money 
rates on the building situation in 
its latest review, G. M.-P. Murphy and 
Co. of New York states: 

Foremost consideration among influences 
shaping the course of the building industry 
for the next six months or a year must be 
given to the unfavorable present position 
of money rates. A large part of the new 
capital +aised by industries through bond 
issues ids its way into construction as 
a result of the present hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing methods, which practically eliminate 
issues for the purpose of carrying inven- 
tories, and the maintenance of a uniformly 
strong financial condition which obviates 
financing for working capital. 

It is noteworthy that a sharp rise in 
monc, rates has generally caused a con- 
traction in new construction. The theory 
of the matter is not difficult to find. New 
construction is a fixed asset, the cost of 
which must necessarily be prorated over 
its expected life. Granted a condition in 
which the general level of values was prac- 
tically stabilized, the corporation financing 
its new construction in a period of high 
money rates would find that it was penaliz- 
ing itself in the matter of costs by com- 
parison with a competitor who deferred his 
plant expansion until a more favorable 
period. For mrany corporations and mu- 
nicipalities, moreover, a depression in the 
bond market, with its usual congestion of 
unsold issues, implies a practical inability 
to finance, except at prohibitive rates, with 
the result that the number of bond issues 
decreases considerably, as in the present 


instance. 

Tight money must affect the smaller 
builder as well as the large corporation 
which resorts to the investment market 


for funds. The institutions from which 
such operators and individual home build- 
ers customarily secure many of their first 
mortgages will naturally be influenced by 
money conditions, while junior mortgages 
are likely to be even more difficult to place 
than usual. If it should develop, moreover, 
that a long period of easy money had over- 
stimulated speculative construction and that 
tight money curtailed instalment sales of 
houses, a period of liquidation might ensue 
which would discourage this type of build- 
ing for a time. 

While building statistics have not yet 
shown any effect from tighter money, this 
may partly be due to the time that elapses 
between laying plans and commencing con- 
struction. The industry appears to be one 
likely to be affected adversely if the fears 
that money may be tight for several months 
prove well founded. Because of the many 
directions in which it influences other in- 
dustries, its course should be carefully 
watched by those interested in the securi- 
ties market.

Navy R. O. T. C. Aids 
(Continued from First Page) 
ships of the Navy. These cruises enable 
students te put to practical use some of 
the knowledge gained in-the classroom. 
The summer cruise, besides providing 
means for practical work, offers an ele- 
ment of unusual interest in visits to 
foreign ports. In the months of June 
and July, students from California and 
Washington cruised on board the battle- 
ship Pennsylvania, and visited Victoria, 
B. C., while those from the other insti- 
tutions cruised on the battleship Wyom- 
ing, and visited Halifax, N. S. Officials 
and citizens of the Canadian cities cor- 
dially welcomed and lavishly entertained 

them. 

The average college curriculum does 
not include systematic forms of exercise 
for the student. This necessary ad- 
junct to physical well being is as a rule 
available to the student only through 
voluntary action on his part. True, 
means are provided, but no stress is laid 
upon importance of physical drill. The 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
student is taught to row and to sail. He 
is drilled in the fundamentals of the 
manual ef arms and schooled in the use 
of the rifle and the pistol. He is given 
a small amount of drill at loading and 
operating medium caliber guns such as 
are found on all battleships, and through 
this drill he learns team work—coopera- 
tion with others to attain a common end. 

While it is true that the primary ob- 
ject of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps is to train young men to fit 
into the regular Navy organization m 
times of stress, the two years’ successful 
operation of the Units established at the 
civil institutions enumerated have pro- 
duced such results to the individual that 
now a new and permanent advantage to 
the nation appears. We have seen the 
youth of the land as he appears at the 
college gates—unseasoned, undisciplined, 
immature. We have seen these young 
men after two years’ study and drill, 
after two years’ association with naval 
officers schooled in naval tradition, grad- 
ually acquire a mental attitude and 
physical courage which augur well for 
their future when they tackle the prob- 
lems of life. 

The Naval Reserve student acquires a 
knowledge of his country’s needs and of 
its problems, while at the same time 
fitting himself for his future career. He 
is awakened to a new vision, to an en- 
larged horizon. Having witnessed the 
results of our efforts during the past 
two years, crowned as they have been 
with such satisfactory results, it is evi- 
dent that the Naval Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps presents new benefits to 
the nation—the benefits of loyal citizen- 
ship. Such benefits are corollary to the 
policy of the Bureau of Navigation in 
the formulation of the course of study. 
This course is designed to instruct and 
train the Naval Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps students so as to not only im- 
part a sufficient knowledge of naval 
subjects to fit them to perform duties as 
junior officers of the Naval Reserve, but 
to discipline their minds and their bodies 
and to inculcate the qualities of  self- 
reliance and leadership, qualities which 
are not only requisites of the naval offi- 
cer but are essential in promoting the 
highest type of American citizenship.

Davis Comments on Trip 
XPRESSING the belief that new 
Army housing construction and the 
new Army ration have bettered the 
morale and living conditions of Army 
personnel, Secretary of War Dwight F. 
Davis, upon his return to Washington 
Sept. 4 from an inspection trip to the 
Pacific coast and Hawaii, expressed gen- 
eral satisfaction with present Service 
conditions. 

In particular the maneuvers in Hawaii, 
where an entire unit was motorized, were 
of interest to the Secretary, he stated. 
During his trip he visited Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell, Wyo.; Fitzsimons General Hospital, 
near Denver, Colo.; March Field and Rock- 
well Field, Calif.; the coast defenses of 
San Francisco, Calif.; the installations and 
defenses of Hawaii: Fort Lawton, near 
Seattle, Wash.; and Fort Lewis, near Ta- 
coma, Wash. 

While the main purposes of his inspec- 
tion were to familiarize himself with the 
status of coast defenses and the progress 
with the Army Housing Program, he found 
considerable improvement in the morale 
of troops, due to new constrtction and the 
consequent removal of many of the un- 
sightly shacks of war-time construction, 
and on his inspection made it a point to 
visit the kitchens in person, where inqui- 
ries of mess sergeants revealed that the 
new ration has materially improved the 
living conditions of troops. 

Secretary Davis indicated he could not 
make a definite estimate as to time of 
completion of the Housing Program. It 
would take from five to ten years—prob- 
ably more—in his opinion, since the origi- 
nal project has been somewhat compli- 
cated by the necessity of projects for air 
fields and installations in conformity with 
the five-year Air Corps program. Al- 
though the War Department is desirous 
of all the construction funds it can get, he 
indicated, it realizes that Congress and the 
Budget have been very generous in recent 


provisions and that there is no cause for 


complaint with the current housing pro- 
gram.

-S. Simonds, president of the Infantry As- 


sociation, to the presidents of the associa- 
tions of all the other. branches. 

“Some of the branches do not have or- 
ganizations such as the Infantry, Cavairy. 
and. some others, and in those cases the 
Chiefs of Branches were invited to attend 
or send representatives. 

“Gen. Simonds stated in opening 
meeting that this section was inspired: 

“First, by the urgent necessity of some 
positive measures to remedy the present 
unsatisfactory situation with regard to 
promotion. In this, practically the entire 
Service and responsible authorities, mili- 
tary and civilian, are agreed. 

“Second, by the fact that on some of the 
fundamental questons involved, there is 
practical unanimity of opinion throughout 
the Service, and, on the other hand, there 
are other important questions upon which 
there is great diversity of opinion. ‘This 
leads to much obscurity and confusion of 
ideas in a consideration of the problem as 
a whole. 

“Third. by the hope that some such ac 
tion may lead to a crystallization of opin- 
ion and the separation of the noncontro- 
versial from the controversial matter. 

“He stated further, that he believed the 
effort of these representatives should be 
toward a clarification of the situation, if 
such were possible, solely for the good of 
the Service at large and without prejudice 
to the interests of any arm or branch or 
particular category of officers; and that if 
anything constructive could be accom- 
plished along these lines, steps would be 
taken to bring it in a proper way to the 
attention of Congress. 

“There was much discussion, and as was 
to be expected, the exceedingly complicated 
question of revision of the promotion list. 
as well as other controversial questions, 
were much in prominence. 

“There was, however, a manifest desire 
on the part of those assembled to do any- 


the 


thing in their power to help clarify the 
situation. 
“It was agreed that those present had 


no mandate from their respective associa- 
tions to speak for them, and that under 
those circumstances, it would be improper 


for them at that time to commit their as- 
sociations to any action. 
“The following propositions were dis- 


cussed as representative of those questions 


which are in general noncontroversial 
throughout the Service, and although no 
formal action was taken on them in the 
meeting, it was agreed that they be pub- 
lished to the Service with a view to invit- 
ing an expression of views from officers 
in the Service 


“‘a. The principle of promotion after a 


Stated number of years service in each 
grade.” 
‘’b. The principle of advancement of 


oificers at the preseribed periods without 
rigid regard to the numbers that may re- 
sult in the various grades. In the appli- 
eation of this principle it is recognized 
that as a result of the ‘hump’ in the pro- 
motion list, there is a possibility that there 
may be at certain periods too many oflicers 
in the higher grades. It is believed, how- 
ever, that this contingency is remote; that 
under the present mission of our perma- 
nent military establishment, there is no 
necessity for adhering to a rigid distribu- 
tion of oflicers of diminishing numbers in 
the higher grades in any such proportion 
as at present, and that it is possible for 
the War Department by administrative ac- 
tion tu assign officers to duties appropri- 
ate to the numbers in the grades which 
will result from the application of this 
principle. 

‘‘e. Encouragement of the reduction of 
the ‘hump’ by the following measures: 


““l) Lieutenant Colonels of 26 years’ 
service should, if retired, be retired with 
the rank of Colonet.’ 

““¢2) Officers originally appointed July 


1, 1929, or prior to that date should be per- 
mitted to retire upon their own application 
with suitable compensation based on the 
number of years of active service, for 
which they are credited for pay purposes. 


“(3) The restrictions governing the 
freedom of action of retired officers in re- 
spect to their holding civil office or em- 


ployment should be removed. 


“‘d. The reduction of the ‘hump’ by en- 
forced separations from the Service in 
order to insure a flow of promotion is 


unwise. 

“‘e With regard to the revision-of the 
promotion list, there are several categories 
of ‘ofticers who feel that they are suffering 
injustices under the present arrangement 
of the promotion list. On the other hand, 
there are several categories of officers who 
will be adversely affected and who will feel 
that they will suffer injustices in any of 
the proposed revisions. These representa- 
tives, therefore, find it impossible to speak 
for the Service as a whole on this question.’ 

“Individual officers and branch associa- 
tions of the parent associations are re- 
quested to send in their views to the Sec- 
retaries of their branch associations, or to 
the offices of their Chiefs of Branch for 
these branches which do not have work- 
ing organizations.

Navy Day Plans Made 
LANS for the observance of Navy 
Day, October 27, are being made to 

make it.even more impressive than last 
year. The cooperation of the Navy with 
the Navy League of the United States 
was pledged a few days ago in a letter 
by Acting Secretary of the Navy T. 
Douglas Robinson to Mr. Walter Bruce 


Howe, Vice President of the Navy 
League. 

The feature of Navy Day this year will 
be the unity of the Navy with everyday 
national life. Mr. Howe summarized its 
purpose as follows: 

“Special emphasis has been laid, in the 
Navy Day celebration of the past two 
years, on the importance of an American 
Merchant Marine. The Merchant Marine 


Act of 1928 gives substantial promise of 
the fulfillment of an ideal which has been 


prominent in the minds of thoughtfwl 
Americans since the waning of our ship- 
ping at the middle of the last century. 
“This year on Navy Day we would em- 
phasize the unity of the Navy with every 
interest and activity of the national life. 
It is good for the people to stop a moment 
and consider what has caused the Nation's 
prosperity and greatness. The Navy has 
played no small part in the progress of the 
United States to its present state of in- 
fluence. It is well to take thought that 
the Navy, properly maintained, is an agent 
of stability in a troubled world It car- 
ries no threat, but it lends authority to 


America’s voice speaking for altruism, jus- 
tice and law.” 

In Mr. Robinson's letter pledging co- 
operation, he states: 

“The Department, as heretofore, has 


promised to the Navy League the copera- 
tion of the Navy in the observance of Navy 
Day. It is desired that the Nuval Service 
aid the Navy League in its plans for Navy 
Day in every possible way, and it is di- 
rected that commandants of Naval Dis- 
tricts and Stations, Inspection Officers, Re- 
cruiting Officers, and all oflicers on inde- 
pendent duty, familiarize themselves with 


what was done in recent years in ceie- 
brating Navy Day. and formulate plans 
for cooperation with the Navy Leugue, 
Naval Reserve and Patriotic Seiceties, 
Commanders-in-Chief, Squadron and Di- 
vision Commanders and Commanding Of- 
ficers will familiarize themselves with the 
Navy Day activities of recent years and 
prepare plans for this year. As it is not 
the intention of the Department to dis- 
tribute vessels to the various perts on that 
day, every advantage will be taken of the 
ports in which vessels are located to pro- 
mote the success of Navy Dav. The Ma- 
rine Corps will prepare similar plans.”
